“| remember it like it was yes- 
terday,”’ Costello says. “We lived 
in this huge mansion down in 
New Orleans and it had every- 
thing. Well, my mother was sitting 
inside her study and had the but- 
ler summon me from my room. | 
knew right away that | was in 
trouble. | was real nervous. Then 
my mother told me that | was a 
failure. The black sheep of the 
family and that | had one more 
chance to be successful or she’d 
write me out of her will. | was 
devastated. | started to cry.” 

Past performances said that 
Costello didn’t have a prayer. He 
was a loser. If he hadn't come 
into money by birth, Costello prob- 
ably would have wound up 
sweeping the floors of some back 
alley bar on Bourbon Street, 
scratching out every cent for his 
next drink. Now, this appeared to 
be his very destiny. So Costello 
went down to the French Quarter, 
flopped down into a bar stool, and 
proceeded to drown his sorrows. 

“What happened next you'll 
never believe,” Costello says. 
“!’m_ sitting there drinking and in 
walk two of the biggest, meanest 
looking guys | had ever seen. 
They sat down beside me, said 
they had just been fired by the 
New Orleans Police Department.

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who stands in their way 
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Something about police brutality, 
beating up criminals and cheap 
winos. They introduced them- 
selves. Spike and Basher were 
their names, and they said that 
they needed to find a way to get 
rich and hurt people at the same 
time.” 

Costello was at a point where 
he wanted to remain rich and 
didn’t care who got hurt. Fate had 
intervened and The M.O.D. 
Squad (Masters of Disaster) were 
born. Costello told his mother that 
he was going to form the mean- 
est, best tag team ever and be- 
come a success. Mother was will- 
ing to go along with anything, 
gave her son the family’s Lear jet, 
and sent off Costello and The 
M.O.D. Squad to take over the 
Mid-Southern area. 

Make no mistake about it. 
Spike and Basher are two mean 
men. In their video, The M.O.D. 
Squad is shown entering a bar, 
flashing cards which say “License 
To Hurt” and physically abusing a 
pool player, who appears to have 
done nothing wrong. There is no 
reason behind The M.O.D. 
Squad’s actions, besides an indis- 
criminate urge to maim anyone 
who stands in their way. 

Their true background is a mys- 
tery. Whether or not they were po- 
licemen could not be confirmed 
without their real names, which 
Costello refuses to reveal. Appar- 
ently, though, they have prior wres- 
tling experience. Within 25 days of 
their arrival in the Mid-Southern 
area, The M.O.D. Squad had be- 
come the new Mid-Southern tag 
team champions. A series of bi- 
zarre events, mostly initiated by 
Costello and his vicious duo, led to 
the stunning title change. 

Spike and Basher were sched- 
uled to make their debut on 
March 3 in. Memphis’ Mid South 
Coliseum in a title bout against

The Fantastics. But the Mid- 
Southern tag team champions 
failed to show and later revealed 
that their car had broken down 
between Nashville and Memphis. 
By the time a mechanic appeared 
to repair the engine, they said, it 
was past the scheduled time of 
the bout. The Fantastics claim 
that they tried to call officials at 
the Coliseum, but couldn’t get 
through. 

Naturally, Costello and The 
M.O.D. Squad were suspicious of 
The Fantastics’ explanation. Cos- 
tello said it was “hard to believe 
that the engine in a Cadillac 
would break down so easily.” But 
The Fantastics, having never 
mentioned the type of car they 
were driving, accused The M.O.D. 
Squad of tampering with the 
engine. 

The next week, Costello offered 
a sack of gold coins, valued at 
$3,000, in exchange for a title 
match with The Fantastics. The 
challenge was accepted. A wild 
match took place, and near the 
end of the bout, all four men were

in the ring. The referee tried to 
separate the two illegal wrestlers 
when Bobby Fulton flipped Bash- 
er for a three-count. 

But the referee, still busy sepa- 
rating Tommy Rogers and Spike, 
never saw the pin. Costello en- 
tered the ring and knocked out 
Fulton with the sack of gold coins. 
Basher covered Fulton and The 
M.O.D. Squad appeared to have 
won the tag team championship. 
However, Costello’s bag of gold 
coins had inadvertently opened, 
revealing hundreds of heavy duty 
washers. Promoter Eddie Marlin 
saw this, reversed the decision, 
and returned the title to The 
Fantastics. 

The M.O.D. Squad and Fantas- 
tics were scheuled to wrestle the 
following Monday in Memphis, but 
again the champions failed to 
show up. Costello pointed out to 
the officials that according to the 
rules, “If a team misses two or 
more championship matches with 
a particular set of opponents with- 
out apparent reasonable cause, 
their belts will be forfeited to the 
opposing team.” The Fantastics 
were unable to explain their ab- 
sence and were forced to relin- 
quish the belts to The M.O.D. 
Squad. 

Of course, The M.O.D. Squad 
will now have to defend the tag 
team title and prove their ability 
over the long run. This is a cruel, 
vicious team that will do anything 
to be successful and hurt people. 
They’re backed by a man, J.D. 
Costello, who molded himself af- 
ter Manager of the Year Jim 
Cornette. 

“My mother is the driving force 
here,” Costello says. “| want to 
make my mother proud of me 
and | don’t care how it’s done. 
I’m no longer the black sheep of 
the family.

Q: It’s not that I necessarily dismiss 
your ability as a professional. I must 
however question your stamina. 
Your ability to take punishment. 
You don’t have a lot of flesh be- 
tween your skin and bones. If you 
don’t bulk up, I think the nightly 
pounding is going to take its toll. 

A: If it'll make things easier for you, 
just think of me as wrestling’s an- 
swer to Thomas Hearns. What’s 
Hearns? 6’2’’, 158 pounds? Hardly 
stocky by anyone’s standards, yet 
he seems to get the job done. He’s 
shown an ability to go 15 rounds 
with hard punchers and it hasn’t 
affected his career. 

Q: Excuse me, Kendall, but that’s 
hardly a fair comparison. Hearns 
has two fights a year. At the most 
we’re talking about an hour and a 
half of action. You’re wrestling 20, 
30 minutes a night, six and seven 
nights a week. Boxers need to be 
light on their feet. And Hearns’ 
tremendous reach works out to his

class. You are wrestling opponents 
who outweigh you by 50 and 60 
pounds. How long do you think 
you can take it? 


: I guess the origins of my success 


will remain a mystery. All I know 
is that I have the Florida belt. I’ve 
spent a good part of the year bat- 
tling Kevin Sullivan and his brood, 
and Keyin’s no longer in Florida. J 
feel great. The weariness and fa- 
tigue that everyone’s been predict- 
ing for me hasn’t happened. I’m 
never tired in the ring. If you need 
an answer to satisfy the readers’ 
curiosity, then we’ll say it’s my 
past experience in the ring as a 
boxer, which, despite what you 
may think, gives me a considerable 
advantage over my opponents. 
Also my diet provides me with a 
big advantage. 


: What’s so unusual about your diet? 
: First understand the eating habits 


of most wrestlers. They’re holed up 
in hotel rooms for weeks on end, 
at' the nutritional mercy of whatev- 
er the greasy spoon downstairs has 
to offer. My father’s attitude has 
always been it’s either meat and 
potatoes or it wasn’t food. Then 
he’d get in the ring and wonder 
why he was moving so slowly. 
There have been major advances in 
sports nutrition over the last de- 
cade, but they’ve been largely ig-

ENDALL WINDHAM IS a good son. He respects his elders. He assists old ladies 
across busy streets and calls his mother when he’s away from home. The anomalous fact 
is that as a professional wrestler he makes his living beating the plasma out of other men, 
In street clothes, Windham projects an image as fearful as a shoe salesman. His angelic fea- 
tures define a mug soft and contemplative, more whimsical than physical. Yet the facts speak 
for themselves. After finishing as runner-up in Pro Wrestling Ilustrated’s Rookie of the Year 
voting last year, Windham has not only avoided the sophomore jinx, but has emerged as one 
of the leading wrestlers on the Florida scene. 

Still, to many, Blackjack Mulligan’s kid is more bean than mean. As in string bean. In this 
question and answer session with Assistant Editor Eddie Eliner, Windham answers his de- 
tractors, asserting his independence as a wrestler and a physical force separate from his broth- 
er and father. In fact, are we hearing things or is Kendall Windham strafing under the watch- 
ful eyes of his father and brother?

Anything more 
than that would slow me down.

: He thinks you’re too skinny. 
: He’s one to talk. When he started 


out he made me look fat. Don’t 
worry about me, dammit. I’m fine. 
Barry should worry about himself. 


: He’s your brother. Who should he 


worry about? 


: You sound like my mother. 
: Who thinks you’re too skinny also, 


by the way.

He’s got good upper body 
strength, very strong leg muscles, 
and he’s developing a strong killer 
instinct. | think Fred Blassie has a lot 
to do with that, with building that kill- 
er instinct in a man. He’s always 
managed maniacs, and he’s going to 
turn Hernandez into a maniac.”

My response is 
simple: How can I not trust Bruiser 
Brody? Most fans regard Brody as a 
raging madman, a lunatic who gains 
nourishment on the blood and bones 
of his opponents. I won’t dispute this. 
I’ve seen Brody at his evil worst—on 
nights when his bloodlust was un- 
quenchable and where it required six 
men to tear him off a beaten 
opponent. 

But I know of a different Bruiser 
Brody. I know the man who stands by 
his word and obligations like a champ. 
Those who think Brody’s primary de- 
votion is to a greenbuck are correct. 
However, I’ve never known him to let 
a friend down. The conventional wis- 
dom has Brody pegged all wrong. If 
he’s with you he’s with you to the end. 

Of course, Brody has very few 
friends in the business. He has chosen 
an isolated path, and claims to have no 
strong feeling toward anything but 
money. ‘Money buys all else,” he 
says, and leaves it that. I have never 
been inclined to engage Brody in a 
philosophical discussion. Ours is a pro- 


fessional relationship, one that depends - 


on compatibility in the ring, not out of 
it. I’m not curious about the real 
Bruiser Brody because I think I already 
know the real Brody. If he wants to 
reveal more to me about himself, then 
he will. Right now I’m content with 
the way things are. 

Which brings us to wrestling. 
Brody’s been in Texas now for ‘several 
months—of course he’s gone on many 
infamous tangents—but he’s been here 
long enough, consistently enough to 
embroil himself in one of the hottest 
feuds since Chris Adams and the Von 
Erichs stopped speaking to each other. 

When The Freebirds and Brody ar- 
rived in Texas, I feared they might ally 
with one another. After all, all four 
shared similiar ring traits—an over- 
whelming desire to win and punish, a 
love of the material things, and a noto- 
rious disdain for scientific wrestlers. 

Had Brody sided with The Free-

birds, it would have spelled big prob- 
lems in Texas. Every rulebreaker with 
a chip on their shoulder wants a shot 
at the Von Erich family, and if four of 
the meanest and most ferocious decide 
to band together, well ... 

But it never happened and I can 
thank Michael Hayes and his pompous 
stupidity for it. Hayes had the audacity 
to lay down the law for Brody. If he 
were to fly with The Freebirds, he 


would fly only with The Freebirds— 
and when doing so he would take his 
orders from Hayes. There would also 
be no singles matches without Hayes’ 
permission. Can you believe the inso- 
lence of Hayes? 

Brody has since told me he had no 
intention of joining the "Birds but was 
outraged at the lack of respect The 
Freebirds demonstrated. I told him he 
shouldn’t be surprised; they’ve done 
much worse than that. Much worse. I 
suggested if he wasn’t busy, then per- 
haps he’d be interested in teaming up 
with Kevin, Lance, and myself for 
some matches against The Freebirds. 
He seemed vaguely interested but de- 
clined, saying as how he preferred sin- 
gles’ matches instead. I spoké about 
the dollar value such a series would 
have. He changed his tune. 

Now don’t misunderstand me. The 
Von Erichs don’t need Bruiser Brody. 
God knows we’ve been fighting—and 
winning—our own battles long 
enough. And Bruiser Brody doesn’t 
need anyone, especially a close-knit

family that places friendship, family, 
and God before money and _posses- 
sions. Maybe the deep contrast in our 
styles is what has made our team so 
successful. 

All I can say is that I’ve never seen 
a competitor as intense as Bruiser 
Brody. He has thrown himself into this 
feud with the abandon of a wild ani- 
mal. The Von Erichs have beaten The 
Freebirds a dozen times beforé and will 
beat them dozens of times in the fu- 
ture, but Bruiser Brody has put the 
fear of God in them. He has made 
Michael Hayes, Terry Gordy, and 
Buddy Roberts shut up, a feat roughly 
tantamount to jogging up Mt. Everest. 

And he does so in his quietly brutal 
way, without bragging or whining. I’ve 
never known Brody to make an’ ex- 
cuse. He exists for the moment of ac- 
tion, gives it his best, collects his 
check, and is off. And it’s not all that

mysterious. It’s just the way he has 
chosen to conduct his life. 

I’ve heard rumors that The Free- 
birds are planning to clear out of Tex- 
as pretty soon. If that proves true, 
Bruiser Brody deserves all the credit. 
The ’Birds’ egos would never let a Von 
Erich chase them out of Texas. They’d 
rather die. But like I said, Brody offers 
no quarter in the ring. He’ll not relent 
to the *Birds’ psychological attacks. 
Physically, he comes at you like a tidal 
wave, everywhere at once. But, emo- 
tionally, he puts up blinders. Nothing 


can affect him, He’s an impassive wall, 
a concrete tableau of resolve. 

I’m a better wrestler for knowing 
Bruiser Brody. He’s brought some 
aggressiveness back into my style. For 
my part, I hope he’s learned something 
from me and my family. But that’s an 
indulgent dream. Brody is Brody, and 
you might as well try domesticating a 
moray eel before you'll get him to sit 
down for Sunday dinner. 

Just ask The Freebirds. If you can 
catch them before they head out of 
town. O 
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Hacksaw Duggan Defeats Dick Slater: 


THE PRIDE OF NORTH AMERICA 
IS NOW PROUD OF HIMSELF! 


IRST, CONSIDER THE situa- 

tion of the world champion 
Kansas City Royals. Down three 
games to two in the 1985 World 
Series and trailing 1-0 in the ninth 
inning of game six, a blatantly bad 
call by first-base umpire Don 
Denkinger gave the Royals the 
break they needed. The Cardinals 
came apart and the Royals tied the 
series. 

The next night in St. Louis,. the 
Royals bombed the Cards to win 
the World Series, but the truth is 
evident to even the most unknowl- 
edgeable observer. If Denkinger had 
made the right call in game six, the 
Cardinals probably would have gone 
on to get the final two outs and win 
the Series. Instead, the momentum 
of the Series suddenly and incredi- 
bly shifted to Kansas City. The 
Royals, despite their excitement, 
knew that their victory was tainted. 
And the only way to remove that 
stigma would be to win the World 
Series in 1986. 

Now, consider the case of Hack- 
saw Jim Duggan. It all started 
when the UWF ordered Dick Slater 
to give up either his North Ameri- 
can title or TV title, both of which 
he had won from Jake Roberts in a 
five-day period in February. Rather

than just relinquish a title, Slater 
hired a lawyer who found a loop- 
hole in the UWF bylaws that al- 
lowed him to turn over one of his 
titles to a person of his choosing. 
So, Slater gave the TV title to his 
friend Buzz Sawyer. This, quite nat- 
urally, angered UWF President Bill 
Watts. Unable to strip Sawyer legal- 
ly, Watts demanded that Slater 
pick Sawyer’s first challenger. He 
handed Slater a blank contract, but 
Slater declined to sign, insisting 
that he ‘‘trusted’’ the UWF Presi- 
dent and would allow him to ‘‘fill 
in the blanks.” 

That’s exactly what Watts did. 
One blank read ‘“‘Buzz Sawyer,”’ 
the other blank read ‘“‘Hacksaw Jim 
Duggan,’ and the third, but most 
important, blank read ‘‘North 
American Championship,’’ not TV

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HE BRITISH BULLDOGS are 

an anomaly in the WWF. 
They're different, something apart 
from the general average, some- 
thing that the fans never really ex- 
pected. And against all odds and 
logic, there they are. 

Indeed, the WWF is a federa- 
tion that seems to place a premi- 
um on silliness. Adrian Adonis’ 
absurd posturings are welcomed 
with squeals of delight by WWF 
announcers. Jake Roberts’ 15-foot 
long boa constrictor offers final 
punctuation to each of his match- 
es, distracting from the very real 
fact that without a snake, Roberts 
can wrestle. 

Terry Funk brands his oppo- 
nents. Junkyard Dog dances with 
his fans. Uncle Elmer dances a 
hillbilly jig. Lanny Poffo recites 
poetry. 

Which is not to say that the 
WWF wrestlers hold a monopoly 
on pre- or post-match ridiculous- 
ness by wrestlers; let’s not -forget 
Adrian Street, Kevin Sullivan, or 
Sgt. Slaughter. But in a federation 


that promotes 


“sports entertain- 
ment” rather than professional 
wrestling, there is often far more 
emphasis on “entertainment” 
than ‘“‘sports.”’ 

Seems that someone forgot 
that good sports can be more en- 
tertaining than such so-called “en- 
tertainment’”’ any day of the week. 

And that’s where The British 
Bulldogs come in. Dynamite Kid 


and Davey Boy Smith are no-non- 
sense wrestlers. They don’t enter 
the ring holding a British flag, they 
don’t squat down on the mat like 
a couple of bulldogs, they don’t 
bark, they don’t sing songs, they 
don’t embellish their arena ap- 
pearances with senseless 
frivolities. 

They don’t have to. Kid and 
Smith may well be the two purest 
wrestlers in the world today, as 
well as the most inventive. Their 
snap suplexes are remarkably fast 
and powerful; their finishing ma- 
neuvers are complex, impossible 
to anticipate, and, it seems, end- 
less in number; their teamwork is 
arguably the best in the sport. 

At WrestleMania 2, the Bull- 
dogs demonstrated just how fine 
a tag team they are by finally real- 
izing officially what the fans had 
known all along for months—that 
Kid and Smith were a better team 
than Valentine and Beefcake, that 
they deserved to wear the WWF 
World tag team belts. The Bull- 
dogs had already scored victories

over Valentine and Beefcake in 
the months prior to WrestleMania 
2, but had failed to capture the 
belts for one technicality or 
another. 

But now the belts are around 
the waists of Kid and Smith, and 
fans are delighted. Some are al- 
ready beginning to call the Bull- 
dogs the greatest WWF tag team 
of all time, and that may not be 
far from the truth. 

At this early point in the Bull- 
dogs’ title reign, it seems prudent 
to examine the teams that will un- 
doubtedly be challenging for the 
tag team title, and to assess their 
chances against Kid and Smith. 
Heres pe 

Valentine and _ Beefcake: 
There is little doubt that the Bull- 
dogs’ first challengers will be the 
former champions. Kid and Smith 
have already faced their archrivals 
in several post-WrestleMania 2 
singles matches, and have dem- 
onstrated their superiority quite 
ably. It seems highly unlikely that 
the former champions can rally 
from their title loss, significantly 
improve their mental attitude and 


physical style, and regain the 


belts. 


Dynamite Kid doesn’t merely backdrop Brutus Beefcake. By leaning back at 
the proper angle and throwing his left arm up at the right instant, he is, in 
effect, “backthrowing” him. 


The Hart Foundation: Kid and 
Smith well know the abilities of 
“Anvil” Jim Neidhardt and Brett 
Hart. Both members of Jimmy 
Hart’s Hart Foundation are willing 
to tackle the Bulldogs on their 
own terms: speed and science, 
plus a dose of brawling for good 
measure. But the Foundation, as 
good a team as they are, cannot 
hope to match Kid and Smith in 
terms of speed and complexity of 
finishing maneuvers. They are 
simply outclassed by the Bull- 
dogs, and would no doubt have to 
rely on Jimmy Hart’s interference 
to even harbor a hope of coming 
close to a victory.

Muraco). 

But either of those alternatives 
would take a matter of several 
months to implement. For now, 
The British Bulldogs look to be 
settling in comfortably for a long 
and glorious title reign.

UPERFLY JIMMY SNUKA’S 

foot nudged a conch shell— 
he gave it a soft kick back into

to sea. Like most Polynesian na- 
tives, Snuka’s nautical intuition 
told him the eddys and undertows 
of these waters would carry the

Snuka’s gaze floated lazily out 
with the shell, past Kealaikahiki 
Point toward Honolulu’s lights and 
beyond.

Snuka had no desire to share the 
fate of the shellfish; he had come 
to enjoy the pleasing sameness of 
his life, the elegance of routinized 
Paradise. Beyond the _ island, 
things became hazily warped and 
unpredictable; life between the 
skyscrapers could drive a man to 
do crazy things. 
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So, there was a sadness as 
Snuka rose against the. iridescent 
backdrop of Maui’s Red Hills. 
Snuka knew he would not play 
out his life on these beloved palm- 
frocked shores. He knew there 
were chapters of his life yet to be 
written, and the grist for those 
pages could be found only in the 
mainland’s tumultuous jetstream. 
One week later Snuka followed 
the conch’s trail eastward, and 
found himself wrestling main 
events in California and Oregon, 
his year-long Polynesian exile re- 
duced to memory. 

There was a point in his ca- 
reer—specifically the early 
1980s—when Superfly Jimmy 
Snuka was the most popular ath- 


lete in professional wrestling. The 
incalcuable risks he took in the 
ring, the daring promiscuity of his 
moves, and his defiant courage 
created a legion of fans more loy- 
al and outspoken than those of 
Hulk Hogan, Dusty Rhodes, or 
any other titled wrestler. 

Snuka’s “‘superfly’ maneuver— 
whereupon he’d scale the top 
rope (once, in a WWF title match 
against champion Bob Backlund, 
Snuka climbed a 15-foot cage to 
reproduce the move) and soar 
majestically outward, his body a 
muscled evocation of Greek royal- 
ty, until he came crashing down 
on his helpless opponent. Just as 
Snuka has credited the legendary 
Mil Mascaras with inspiring him to

achieve new heights, so have 
dozens of wrestlers given Snuka 
the credit for changing their 
careers. 

But there has never been any- 
one, before or since, who could 
light up a crowd like Snuka. No 
wrestler possessed his natural flair 
for drama and excitement. Al- 
though much of his career was 
spent as a rulebreaker, Snuka 
was never vilified as one. In many 
ways he was the precursor for 
competitors like The Road War- 
riors, Lex Lugar, and Randy Sav- 
age—rulebreakers who are 
cheered because of their dynamic 
ring skills, while their opponents 
are hooted indifferently. 

When Snuka renounced his 
rulebreaking tendencies, his. star 
peaked. There were no title shots 
to be had in the WWF—fellow fan 


favorite Hulk Hogan remained 
champion and the WWF avoided 
the pairing like a contagious dis- 
ease—but it mattered little. In 
feuds against Roddy Piper, Bob 
Orton, and Paul Orndorff, Snuka 
demonstrated his remarkable met- 
tle. His leaps brought fans to the 
matches and to their feet, and if 
Snuka felt at all slighted by not 
being able to battle for the title, he 
didn’t show it: After he and Piper 
engaged in one of their scaled- 
down armageddons he was 
quoted as saying, “Belts don’t in- 
terest me, brother. It’s the action | 
crave. | need to keep moving or 
_ else I'll dry up like an overbaked 
coconut.” 

It wasn’t long, however, before 
the native—and essentially na- 
ive—Polynesian became em- 
broiled in another sort of action, 
action that removed him from the 
familiar confines of the ring and 
threw him out into the cold and 
vulnerable social world of New 
York. Snuka won't discuss the pe- 
riod of time in late 1984 when his 
movements out of the ring and 
into the night were reportedly 
more spectacular than his move- 
ments inside it. 

That, coupled with a falling out 
with the WWF promoters, eventu- 
ally sent a tired and embittered 
Snuka packing back to the Fiji Is- 
lands, where he fell into an un- 
easy retirement. “‘l.needed to rest, 
that much | knew. But | didn’t 
want to just stop all of a sudden. 
But the islands heal, brother. 
They heal and rejuvinate. Things 
turned out for the best.’’ 

After a four-month hiatus, 
Snuka wrestled briefly in Japan 
and appeared on spot shows 
throughout the South Pacific. 
Fans were shocked to see his 
trim and defined body padded 
with 25 extra pounds, although 
the extra weight barely diminished 
his ability. 

‘| wasn’t in the shape | wanted 
to be,’ Snuka explained, “‘but | 
was too anxious to get back into

the ring. | couldn’t wait to finish 
training.” 

Working the Polynesian circuit 
whetted the Superfly’s appetite— 
for increased competition, not the 
grouper souflee he had grown ac- 
customed to eating four times a 
day. “I've begun to shed the 
weight,” he says, and his recent 


appearances here in the states 
confirmed his claims. 

After months of isolated soul 
searching, Snuka decided to re- 
turn to the scenes of his greatest 
triumphs. A week of easy victories 
in Portland alerted promoters that 
Jimmy Snuka was back. Verne 
Gagne didn’t hesitate in signing 
the proven crowd favorite to his 
WrestleRock card, pitting him in a 
tag team match with his son, 
Greg, against Bruiser Brody and 
Nord the Barbarian. Snuka lept 
from the top rope to pin Nord. 
The crowd of 22,000 cheered like 
hell. Snuka waved at his fans, un- 
able to conceal a triumphant grin. 
It was just like old times. . 

Back in his hotel room (this dis- 
ciplined Snuka declined several 
invitations to rage about town), he 
discussed his plans for the future. 

“One day a time,” he said. 
“That is my philosophy. I’m just 
happy to be back in the ring in 
front of big crowds. The people 
haven’t forgotten me and that’s 
important. | still have a lot of 
friends left in the country and I’m 
going to make sure they see the 
Superfly at his best. | won’t make 
the same mistakes twice.” O

matches on the card in the Phila- 
delphia Civic Center.

second time that these two pairs would 
meet, their only other match having 
been in Atlanta’s Omni. On paper it 
seemed a titanic single contest with the 
makings of a remarkable feud: War- 
riors vs. Midnights, strength vs. speed, 
power vs. agility, Ellering vs. Cornette. 
The match lived up to its promise— 
and in fact managed to exceed it. 
The Warriors put their offénse into 
overdrive as they tended not to rely 
solely on power maneuvers. In one

Condrey, Eaton, and Cornette beat 
a very hasty retreat to their dressing 
room. 

A great match, plenty of action, but 
typical Cornette: repeated interference, 
snide baiting of the opposing team, 
and a masterful ability to draw the 
opposition into a position where they 
would disqualify themselves. Condrey 
and Eaton are magnificent wrestlers,

but Cornette is the master distractor. 
For the Warriors to beat the Mid- 
nights, I believe it will require that El- 
lering sink to Cornette’s own level of 
covert interference. But that’s some- 
thing that Ellering would prefer not to 
have to do.

title. We all know the outcome. 
Duggan defeated Sawyer for the 
North American championship and, 
through a quirk of wrestling legal- 
ese, which only the most gifted 
lawyers and wrestling minds can 
understand, Sawyer lost a title he 
didn’t even have, and Slater, with- 
out having stepped into the ring, 
wound up with nothing. 

This left Slater furious, Sawyer 
embarrassed. And Duggan uncon- 
vinced. He knew that his title was 


‘tainted. To be a champion, you 


have to beat the champion. Duggan 
didn’t beat. the champion. The 
North American title would be 
meaningless until he defeated Dick 
Slater. Call him Hacksaw Jim Dug- 
gan, the Kansas City Royals of pro- 
fessional wrestling. 

Although his title victory was le- 
gal, he didn’t feel feel he had 
earned the title until he defeated 
Dick Slater in Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas.

both his titles. Did Watts have the 
right to let Duggan and Sawyer 
wrestle for the North American ti- 
tle?
